Communieation from C. 8 Gunder-
son, presenting a statement relative
to damage done to his property from
the breaking of a water main, wash-
ing out the bulkhead on his property
and asking the councll to réimburse
him in the sum of $400, was read.
Tebeck stated that the damage could
not possibly equal that amount, as
he put the bulkhead In 12 years ago
and it did not cost one-half of the
amount asked. Logan stated that he
had visited the property the morning
It was washed out and bellaved
Mr. Gunderson had suffered damage.
